BOSTON  ALUMNI  DINNER 

HELD  AT  HARVARD  CLUB 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
on  January  21  Headmaster  Edward  W. 
Eames  was  voted  a  six-month  sabbatical 
leave,  to  begin  as  soon  as  he  could  con- 
veniently make  arrangements  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  school  in  his  absence. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eames'  plans  for  their 
leave,  the  first  extended  vacation  in  Mr. 
Eames'  twenty  years  of  service  at  the 
Academy,  are  still  incomplete.  They  plan, 
however,  to  return  to  the  school  briefly  at 
Commencement-time  in  June  to  attend  the 
Commencement  exercises  and  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  Alumni  Gymnasium  and  to 
give  them  a  chance  to  say  good-bye  to  the 
members  of  the  graduating  class.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Eames  will  return  for  the  opening  of 
school  in  September. 

In  Mr.  Eames'  absence  the  school  will  be 
administered  by  a  faculty  committee  of 
three,  consisting  of  Edgar  D.  Dunning, 
Arthur  W.  Sager,  and  Benjamin  J.  Stone, 
all  of  whom  already  have  important  ad- 
ministrative duties  at  the  Academy.

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EDITORIAL 

The  announcement  of  Mr.  Eames'  well- 
earned  vacation  came  suddenly  last  month. 
—the  faculty,  parents,  and  students  all 
learning  the  news  within  a  period  of  thirty- 
six  hours.  Mr.  Eames'  temporary  absence 
brings  about  many  minor  changes  in  the 
school,  but  the  major  change  is  that  in  the 
administration.  With  Mr.  Dunning,  Mr. 
Sager,  and  Mr.  Stone  assuming  the  Head- 
master's duties  in  addition  to  their  own,  it 
is  important  that  there  be  no  complications 
which  make  the  jobs  any  more  difficult  than 
necessary  for  the  three  men. 

During  the  few  weeks  since  Mr.  Eames 
left,  the  activities  at  school  have  progressed 
very  much  as  they  did  before,  and  we  must 
be  sure  that  school  morale  is  not  allowed  to 
fall  below  what  the  Headmaster  would  ex- 
pect from  us.  Mr.  Eames  told  us  at  the  be- 
ginning of  his  vacation  that  he  had  never 
known  the  school  to  be  running  more  smooth- 
ly. The  burden  of  keeping  it  so  falls  on  the 
seniors  and  on  the  class  president,  Jon 
Urnes, — a   weightier  burden   than   has    ever 


Urnes,  a  weightier  burden  than  has  ever 
before  been  the  case;  harmonious  relations 
within  the  school  are  now  of  prime  import- 
ance. 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  the  students  can 
help  the  administration  is  to  avoid  creating 
new  and  unnecessary  problems.  Mr.  Stone, 
Air.  Sager,  and  Mr.  Dunning  will  all  be  un- 
usually busy  this  spring,  and  additional  or 
unnecessary  problems  may  not  only  com- 
plicate matters  for  them  but  also  may  defer 
decisions  which  should  be  promptly  at- 
tended to.  It  is  up  to  us,  as  the  student 
body,  to  rally  behind  these  men  and  the 
school  and  to  make  this  year  as  successful 
as  if  Mr.  Eames  were  here  with  us.

GOVERNORS  PLAY  LEAGUE 

GAMES  AT  BOSTON  ARENA 


On  January  11,  the  Governors'  quintet 
travelled  to  Groton  for  the  season's  opener. 
Inexperience  was  very  obvious,  and  at  half- 
time  Lawrence  led  12-5.  The  third  period 
was  a  nightmare  as  the  Governors  failed  to 
register  while  their  opponents  scored  12 
points.  Opening  the  final  stanza  the  Gover- 
nors gave  a  brief  flurry,  but  later  fell  hope- 
lessly behind  and  were  tracking  by  39-13 
when  the  game  ended. 

Phil  Hadley  With  18  Points  Is  High  Scorer 
Against  St.  Sebastian's 

The  second  game  of  the  season  proved  to 
be  a  better  one  for  the  Governors.  The 
home  floor  was  a  great  help,  and  the  good 
support  which  the  crowd  gave  them  seemed 
to  make  them  into  a  high-scoring  aggrega- 
tion. The  score,  after  a  wild  first  period,  was 
12-11  in  favor  of  St.  Sebastian's.  The  tempo 
of  the  game  increased  in  the  second  period 
as  Beck  and  Hadley  hit  with  sets  and  hooks 
respectively.  At  halftime  the  score  was  30-28 
with  the  Governors  still  on  the  short  end. 
The  Governors  pulled  ahead  for  a  short 
while  in  the  third  period,  but  from  then  on  it 
was  all  St.  Sebastian. 

The  Saints  won  the  game  going  away, 
67-56.  High  scoring  honors  went  to  Phil 
Hadley  with  18  points,  and  runner-up  was 
Len  Beck  with  16. 

Bates  Freshmen  Victors  in  Close  Contest  55-52 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  January  18,  an 
improved  Governor  Dummer  basketball 
team  was  defeated  by  a  more  experienced 
Bates  Freshman  team,  55-52.  In  the  first 
quarter  Bates  controlled  the  play  and  led  at 
the  end  of  eight  minutes  of  play,  16-10.  In 
the  second  quarter  the  Governors,  sparked 
by  Bill  Rex's  shooting  and  Phil  Long's  con- 
sistency on  rebounds,  rallied  and  at  half- 
time  were  down  by  only  one  point,  23-22. 

At  the  start  of  the  second  half  the  Gover- 
nors continued  their  rally  and  were  out  in 
front  at  the  end  of  the  third  period  39-34. 
The  play  was  even  throughout  the  last 
quarter  until  the  last  minute  of  the  ball- 
game,  when  Bates  stole  the  play  and  finally 
squeezed  out  a  55-52  verdict.  The  Governors 
turned  in  their  best  performance  up  to  date 
this  year. 


In  order  to  assure  at  least  a  minimum 
hockey  schedule  a  number  of  schools  in  the 
Boston  area,  including  Governor  Dummer, 
have  this  year  organized  a  hockey  league  and 
reserved  the  Boston  Arena  for  six  successive 
Wednesday  afternoons.  Three  full-length 
games  are  scheduled  each  afternoon.
